ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER 


OF HEALTH FOR 196 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for 1965. 


The estimated mid-year population was 18,670, an increase 
of 30 over the preceding year. 


242 live births, of which five were illegitimate, were 
registered during the year, and during the same period there 
were 267 deaths. 


The corrected birth rate of 15.3 per 1,000 population 
is a small increase over 1964, but the rate remains appreciably 
lower than the National rate of 18.0 per 1,000 population. 


Of all live births, 1% were illegitimate, a decrease 
over the past two years, but still somewhat higher than in 
the years preceding 1963. 


There was one stillbirth and five children died before 
reaching the age of one year. Of these five children, 
four died in the first few days of life, the cause in three 
cases being prematurity, and the fourth death was due to a 
maternal illness. The other child died from broncho- 
pneumonia at the age of three months.

The individual causes follow the usual pattern, but there has been a 
continuation of the gradual upward trend in the number of deaths caused by 
lung cancer, and in the case of men who died in the age group 45 - 74 years, 
one in every eight died from this disease. 


The number of deaths from cancer of the lung in Erpingham Rural District 
in the past 10 years are: 


1956 — 2; 1957 — 63 1958 — 53 1o59,-/ 6; 1966 — 11;

The average age of deaths from all causes was 68 years in men and 74 
years in respect of women. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE 


231 cases of infectious diseases were notified during the year, of which 
201 were cases of measles. 


A clinical trial of vaccination of children against Measles has been 
carried out in certain large Local Authority areas wherein 36,000 children 
between the ages of 10 months and two years were given the vaccine. 


The results are encouraging and it is estimated that 85% of the children 
were protected, but measles in this country is in general a mild disease, 
although complications do occur they can be dealt with by antibiotic treat— 
ment and, as an attack of this disease leaves behind it immunity for life, 
there is little point of replacing this life long immunity by an immunity 
which might fade after a few years. This might result in shifting the 
disease to later in life when it is often more serious. 


liore information will be available when the children in the present 
clinical trial have been followed up through one or two future epidemics. 


Until such time as the length of the period of immunity is known, there 
is reason to postpone routine immunisation of children, but to reserve the 
vaccine for individual children who for reasons require special protection. 


Food Poisoning 


Ten cases of infection with Salmonella Typhimurium were reported during 
August 1965. — The type of infection in each of these cases was confirmed 
by laboratory investigation, and there were doubtless several other patients 
with a similar infection with a clinically less severe illness where labora- 
tory tests were not done and, consequently, these patients were not notified 
as cases of salmonellosis. 


In all the confirmed cases which I saw, one feature in common was that 
they had eaten confectionery manufactured in an Urban District. It was 
found that an employee in this firm had suffered from a disease which, in 
retrospect, was similar to a Salmonella infection and had returned to work 
the day before the suspected food was sold to the public. 


By the time the cases had begun to be confirmed it was no longer possible 
to obtain any of the actual suspect food for analysis, and laboratory investi- 
gation of all the staff in this firm was then negative, but I am satisfied 
that we had here a convalescent carrier who returned to work before it was 
safe to do so, and the standard of hygiene in the firm was not what it should 
have been. The standard has now been improved.

This vaccine is offered to children over the age of 12 years as a 
protection against tuberculosis.

The best age at which to vaccinate children is towards the end of the first 
year or in the second year of life, and it is estimated that of 369 children 
reaching the age of two years in 1965, 227 had been protected. 155 of these 
children were vaccinated under the age of one year in 1964, and 72 between the 
age of one to two years in 1965. 


This is just over a 60% protection rate. Although this is considerably 


higher than the National rate, it means that should smallpox be introduced into 
the area about 40% of the population might well be at risk.

In the Area, 335 children were born in 1964. Of these children, 40 
had completed their course in 1964, and 234 completed their course in 1965. 
In all, 80% of them were immunised. 


As each year about 50 children in their second year are immunised, over 
90% of children are protected before they reach their second birthday and 
poliomyelitis has not occurred in the area since 1959. 


The importance of maintaining this high protection rate is obvious for 
where public immunity is at a low rate, poliomyelitis may still rapidly reach 
epidemic proportions as happened in Blackburn where there were 52 cases in 


1965.

Of the 335 children born in 1964, 300 or just under 90% were immunised 
before the end of 1965. That is 125 in 1964 and 175 in 1965. The 
earliest age at which a child will complete the course is 6 months, so only 
those children born before 1st July 1965 are included in the figure 134 
shown in the above table. 


522 children of school age received either primary or booster doses of 
the vaccines. 


TETANUS IMMUNISATION 


Protection against tetanus is given either by means of the single 
tetanus toxoid, or in combination with diphtheria and whooping cough 
immunisation. :

A good rate of protection was maintained and 600 school children were 
immunised. 


After a full primary course of tetanus toxoid, a useful level of 
immunity persists, and may be permanent in many subjects. A re-inforcing 
dose given every five years will invariably maintain a satisfactory level 
of protection; two or three such doses usually suffice for life, hence it 
is desirable to give children the primary dose in infancy with booster 
doses at 5, 10 and 15 years. 
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GENERAL PROVISIONS OF THE HEALTH SERVICE FOR 1965 


For the purpose of carrying out the services provided by the Norfolk 
County Council under the National Health Service Act of 1946, the Cromer 
Urban District, the Sheringham Urban District and the Erpingham Rural District 
are combined to form County Area No. 2. These services include midwifery, 
the care of mothers and young children, vaccination and immunisation, home 
nursing, mental health, prevention of illness, (care and after—care) home 
helps and the ambulance service. 


Maternity and Child Welfare. 


‘The district is served by eleven District Nurse/Midwives, many of whom 
are also qualified Health Visitors. The area between Cromer and Sheringham 
also enjoys the services of a full-time Health Visitor.

The Clinic at Gresham was discontinued during the year as there were 
very few babies in the parish. It was more practical for the District 
Nurse to visit children in their homes. 


The Clinic at Sheringham on the first Tuesday and at Cromer on the 
first Thursday of each month is attended by the Medical Officer. The 
Medical. Officer also attends the Clinic each month at Gimingham, Mundesley, 
Matlaske, and Overstrand. 


All children under five years of age are visited regularly in their 
homes by the Health Visitor, who takes over from the midwife when the baby 
is two weeks old. Children of five years and over come under the super— 
vision of the School Nurse. 


School Medical Services 


During the third term of 1965 a scheme for the detection of partial 
deafness in children was started. 


It is proposed that all school children at the age of six years should 
have an audiometry test. As the special equipment did not arrive until 
October it was not possible to cover all the schools in 1965, but this 
programme was continued in 1966. 


In 1965, 127 children were examined and some degree of hearing loss 
was found in 11 children. The children were referred to their family 
doctors or to the E.N.T. Consultant when this was indicated. 


General Welfare 


These services are administered in the district by the Local Welfare

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Report of the Chief Public Health Inspector

Year ended 31st December 1965 


1. Introduction 


The staff of the Public Health Department for the year under review was 
as follows:- 


A.G.Mills -— Additional P.H.I. -— commenced duties 1.2.65. 
Mrs. G.Gray - Shorthand Typist - resigned 31.5.65. 
Miss M.Halfacre - Shorthand Typist - commenced duties 24.5.65. 


With the appointment of Mr. Mills it was possible to increase the number 
of visits to food premises and commence an inspection programme for offices 
and shops. 


It soon became clear, however, that even with one additional inspector 
the amount of work being carried out was still below that considered 
desirable to maintain a standard of public health work at a level where 
sufficient protection was being offered to both ratepayers and visitors to 
the district. 


During the summer months, particularly, when the population of the 
district is at its highest — and the need for regular inspections of food 
premises, for instance, greatest —- the pressure of other duties made it 
impossible to carry out an acceptable level of supervision of premises where 
food was prepared and sold. 


2. Refuse Collection and Disposal 


As indicated in the 1964 Report a firm of Management Consultants was 
engaged to carry out a Work Study Survey of the refuse collection and 
disposal services. 


A resident consultant commenced work in the District in April and all 
routes were studied so that a pattern of working could be established. 


Following this study it was proposed that the existing staff of 13 be 
reduced to 9 and that the number of vehicles be reduced from 4 to 3. The 
collection of refuse from caravan, camping and chalet sites and certain 
individual premises was to be divorced from the normal rounds with the 
fourth vehicle being used on a seasonal basis for the work; during the 
winter months it could act as a spare vehicle. 


Consultations were held with the National Union of Public Employees 
and agreement was reached whereby otherwise redundant staff were transferred 
to other duties, and conditions relating to the various classes of workers 
were agreed. A bonus incentive scheme commenced on a Trial Period basis 
on the 24th May. Conditions were formally adopted in June and the Scheme 
officially commenced on the 2nd September. 


The Consultants’ estimates of savings appeared to be capable of attain- 
ment although it was found that the labour force could not be reduced below 
10 men —- 9 collectors and 1 tipman. 


The existing flat rate of &2 a year for trade refuse collection was 
revised and a sliding scale introduced whereby the charge for 1 — 3 bins 
was set at £2, 4-7 bins £4, and 8 or more bins £6 a year. 
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A new Weatherill Loading Shovel was purchased and commenced work at the 
Gresham Central Tip in March. 


One of the Consultants’ recommendations had heen that we introduce a 
paper salvage scheme, it being estimated that an excess of income over 
expenditure to the extent of £800 could be achieved. 


After very careful consideration the Council decided, however, not to 
proceed with the idea and no further action has been taken to introduce such 
a scheme. 


In November the Council sponsored an exhibition on Paper Sack Equipment. 
Invitations were sent out to about 400 people and colleagues in both the 
Cromer and Sheringham Urban Districts also participated in the venture. 


It was extremely disappointing to report that only 48 individuals 
visited the exhibition, although some successful applications have been 
introduced, particularly on caravan and camping sites. 


The total cost of refuse collection for the year ending 31st March 1965 
was £16,143 with income from trade refuse being £149. 


A total of 605 visits were made during the year in connection with 
refuse collection and disposal. 


Cesspool Emptying Service 


Demand for this service increased during the year, a total of 515 cess- 
pools being emptied, giving a total of 1,378 loads removed. 


Following requests from house owners living in the Cromer and Sheringham 
Urban Districts the emptying service was — after consultations with these 
authorities — extended to their areas. Because no contribution is paid 
by these inhabitants to the Rural District Council's Sewerage rate an 
economic charge of £2 is made per load in these Districts - as against the 
Subsidised rate of £1 per load or part load removed within the rural district. 


Meat Inspection 


During the year 220 cattle, 1 calf, 442 sheep, and 489 pigs were inspected 
at the two slaughterhouses within the rural district. & total of 5 cwt. 
86 lbs. of meat wes rejected as being unfit for human consumption. This 
figure reflects the high standard of carcass meat being produced in the 
district. 


One Sherinsham butcher slaughtered cattle on Sundays at a slaughterhouse 
within the rural district and on 38 occasions it was necessary to carry out 
meat inspection at weekends in order that the Council could discharge its 
obligations under the Meat Inspection Regulations 1963. 


A total of 152 visits was made in connection with meat inspection during 
the year. 


(ii) Poultry Inspection 


It was not possible to devote any time to inspecting poultry slaughtered 
and packed at plants in the area. 


Rodent Control 


Arising out of the Work Study Survey on the refuse collection service 
one of the men who would otherwise have become redundant was appointed as 
Rodent Operator and Relief Driver/Loader in connection with the refuse and 
cesspool emptying vehicles and Loading Shovel at the Central Tip. 
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During the year 1214 inspections of all kinds were made, with 383 
properties being treated. Of the latter figure 68 were Local Authority 
premises, 269 domestic premises, 40 business premises and 6 agricultural 
buildings. 


Caravans and Camping 


During the year 262 visits were made to caravan and camping sites within 
the District. 


Conditions were at all times found to be good and, with the exception 
of one site, where legal proceedings were under consideration at the end of 
the year, all licence conditions were being complied with. 


The rural district continued to attract an increasing number of touring 
caravanners and campers. The Council instructed its officers to search 
for new touring sites and consideration was given to the purchase of a dis— 
used R.A.F. domestic site. 


Efforts to reach agreement with the management of one site whereby 
tourers could be accommodated failed to produce any response. 


With very little touring accommodation available along the North Norfolk 
coast additional land will have to be found somewhere if the present demand 
is to be met. 


Food Inspection 


Following specific requests for advice and as a result of food examined 
during routine inspections a total of 3 cwt. 55 lbs. was rejected as being 
unfit for human consumption. 


The practice of some shops of offering damaged - sometimes severely 
damaged —- canned goods for sale at reduced prices is deprecated. Such 
food packs could be potentially dangerous to the consumer. 


A complaint was received that a can of Pheasant contained visible lead 
shot. Wngquiries revealed that both public analysts and the Government 
Laboratory have examined game birds to ascertain their lead content. 
Results indicate that most, if not all, such birds may contain whole shot, 
fragments, and soluble lead to a degree much exceeding that permitted by 
the Lead in Food Regulations. 


The existing law does: not take into account the sale of game birds to 
the public and some amendment to the regulations is obviously desirable. 


Until this happens no doubt every purveyor of game birds, processor of 
whole game bird and soup packs, and caterer will continue to defy the law. 
because it is not in accordance with everyday commercial trading. 


Just before Christmas a batch of Dutch "Cooked Ham" was found to con- 
tain packs of raw meat. Following representations to the importers and 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, it was agreed that the whole 
consignment of this product be recalled. Enquiries proceeded throughout 
Hast Anglia and Ministry representatives visited the production plant in 
Holland. As a result production procedures have been tightened up and no 
further trouble has been experienced. 


Food Premises and The Food Hygiene (General) Regulations 1960 


Since the previous joint appointment was split in 1963 the number of 
visits made to food premises of all kinds has been greatly increased and 
during the year 313 visits and inspections were made to food premises of 
various kinds within the rural district. Some very bad conditions were 
found and it is unfortunately still true that some of the larger establish 
ments are the biggest offenders against good hygienic standards and practices. 
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It was not possible to carry out regular visits to these premises and 
the frequency of inspection of all food premises leaves much to be desired. 


As with so many aspects of public health work the emphasis on all visits 
is education rather than legislation with advice on new products and tech— 
niques being given to both management and employees. 


Complaints 


A total of 64 complaints was received during the year, 37 of these being 
considered justified. In each case the appropriate action was taken to 
secure an abatement of the unsatisfactory conditions found. The majority 
of complaints relate to bad housing conditions. 


Altogether 105 visits were made in investigating complaints during the 
year. 


Housing 

A total of 241 housing inspections of all kinds were made during the 
year. Arising from these inspections 1 Demolition and 4 Closing Orders 
were made and 14 Undertakings Not to Relet were accepted. One house was 
demolished. 


The standard of housing throughout the district is generally low and only 
a few enlightened owners are taking advantage of the Improvement Grants avail- 
able to improve tenanted property. 


No action was taken under the Housing Act 1964. 


Several properties were repaired and improved following the service of 
informal notices. No applications were received for Certificates of Dis- 
repair. 


Water Supply 


The Water Department carry out their own sampling of the Council's mains 
supply. 


Of the 17 bacteriological and 1 chemical samples taken from private 
sources during the year 9 of the former samples were unsatisfactory. In 
all cases the appropriate advice was given and where possible a connection 


to the public mains was advocated. 


Three samples were taken from private swimming pools for bacteriological 
examination. Of these one was unsatisfactory and the necessary advice was 
given for improving the quality of the water. 


a2. Agriculture (Health, Safety and Vielfare) Regulations 


Only 2 visits were made in connection with the provision of sanitary 
accommodation for agricultural workers. 


Ifach more needs to be done in obtaining both washing facilities and 
Sanitary accommodation for persons such as fruit pickers and packers. Soft 
fruit pickers in particular require such facilities so that those who eat 
these commodities in an un-cooked state obtain the cleanest possible article. 
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Common Lodging Houses 


There are no Common Lodging Houses within the rural district.

There is no doubt that many unsatisfactory conditions exist in offices 
and shops and for which no legislation existed prior to the 1963 Act. During 
the course of inspections it was noticeable that younger members of the staffs 
were quick to draw attention to unsatisfactory conditions, older members 
presumably being content to accept the conditions as existing. So far 
less than half of the premises to which the Act applies have been visited. 


Sewage contamination of beaches 


Complaints are still being received of sewaze contamination of the Runton 
beaches and a certain amount of adverse publicity was obtained in Sunday News- 
paper. 


Such complaints follow a combination of abnormal tides and offshore winds. 
Possible solutions would appear to be -— either extending the existing outfall, 
constructing a holding tank or macerating the solids. 


Investigations were put in hand to examine all possible solutions and the 


County Public Health Engineer has been instructed to carry out the necessary 


survey work.
